are an inseparable part of the elements 
which affect their fortunes while living, 
but when they are dead thesum of thei 
4 services to the people is their monu- 
ment. A career crowded with battles, 
persecutions, imprisonments, defeats 
and triumphs, concentrating in one in- 
dividuality the hopes and fears, pas- 
sions and resentments of a nation for 
centuries, could not end without leav- 
ing behind controversies which time 
and opportunity alone can heal. It is 
our purpose tonight to recognize and 
gracefully remember the wisdom, 
patriotism, courage and superb general- 
ship with which Charles Stewart Parnell 
organized and led his countrymen within 
sight of the promised land of self-gov- 
ernment. The historian of this period 
cannot write the chronicles of Germany 
without Bismarck, of France without 
Gambetta, of Italy without Cavour and 
and Garibaldi, of Ireland without Par- 
nell.” 

The speaker then reverted to Ire- 
land’s turbulent history before the be- 
ginning of the present century, at 
which time the history of modern Ire- 
land begun. After war and devasta- 
tion in other European countries there 
followed peace, recuperation, prosper- 
ity. ‘Ireland,’’ said Depew, ‘forms the 
solitary exception to the beneficent 
power of peace, Her story is the par- 
adox of nations. When most at rest 
she hassuffered most misery.’’ These 
results, Mr. Depew held, were due to 
what Gladstone recently characterized 
as ‘‘centuries of wrong.’’ ‘Forms of 
self-government without the spirit of 
liberty,’? said the speaker, ‘work 
,| greater injustice than' absolutism. 
The autocrat can be forced to listen to 
the cry. of his people, but 
when they are misrepresented} or not 
represented at all, in a fedral congress, 
they have no voice, There was no 
possibility of the Imperial Parliament 
hearing, knowing or caring for the as- 
piration of Ireland until Parnell com- 
pelled Parliament to hear and know 
and care. Parnell had neither elo- 
quence nor genius, but possessed tire- 
less energy, the grasp of his surround- 
ings and directness of aim which com- 
mend the business senators of our day. 
In a representative government com- 
posed of different States, the pride of 
empire, sense of security, feeling of 
nationality, will always combine the 
united force of the whole against the 
effort of any partto violently disrupt 
the state. While the fight lasts and the 
fever of nationality is on, they will be 


the dissatisfled members. The neces- 
sity of a disappointed and injured com- 
monwealth isa competent and incor- 
ruptible leader and a united and loyal 
representative in federal congress. 

‘‘At the hour when the prospect was 
~darkest and the Irish-were despairing of 
their cause, there appeared upon the 
field a champion who presented none of 
the externals of herdism:,or leadership. 
No herald trumpeted his’ coming, no 
applause greeted his arrival. His com- 
rades had not noticed his presence. 
The enemy was not aware of his exist- 
ence. He disliked to speak and when- 
ever possible avoided the forum or the 
platform, but he has to effectively voice 
the demands and principles which had 
taxed the resources of the greatest ora- 
tors of a nation justly famed for elo- 
quence. He was bold, undemonstrative, 
self-poised, imperturbable, yet he be- 
came the idol ofthe most impulsive of 
peoples. If he had ambitions other than 
torhis country they were never appar- 
ent. The inspiration -which started 
him in his careerand guided him in his 
work was the motto ‘God save Ireland.’’’ 

Mr. Depew followed Parnell through 
his work at its inception when, with 
only three who, dared follow, he 
attacked 600 and odd intrenched in 

the forms, usages and traditions of cen- 
turies._ ‘‘No measure shall pass until 
the demands of Ireland are granted,’’ 
was his battle cry. The undismayed 
and unruffied leader stood with his little 
band across the path of public business. 
demanding justice for Ireland. He 
baffied statesmen who led the House of 
Commons for generations, by showing 
them that they could neither stop nor 
suspend nor expel, for he was acting 
strictly within their own rules and 
fighting with weapons from their own 
armory. 

The perfection of the Land League 

by Parnell and Davitt was next out- 
lined. ‘‘When Parnell entered Parlia- 
ment,”’ said Depew, ‘‘at the head of 
eighty-three out of 108 representatives 
from Ireland; hé held in one hand party. 
power and in the other the homes and 
fortunes of his people. He returned in 
triumph. The Commons were bewild- 
ered. Calm and confident the leader 
who defied with three followers

now faced them with a larger number 
of Irish members behind him. From 
that hour the Irish question became the 
foremost, factor im British politics, and 
Parnell the most powerful member of 
the Commons,”’ 

Parnell’s confinement at Kilmainham 
jail, release upon his own terms, and 
triumphant return tothe Commons were 
regalled, and his defeat of the Glad- 
stone ministry was reviewed. ‘‘The 
conversion of Gladstone to home rule 
for Ireland,’’ said Mr. Depew, ‘‘is the 
most momentous event in English poli- 
tics of our great generation. He went 
to defeat and out of power on this issue 
and has steadily kept it as a test of 
faith.” 

Near the close Depewsaid: ‘Ireland 
no longer fights with one arm tied and 
the other held back by false friends. 
Parnell freed them both. Ireland no 
longer struggles alone; her cause is the 
stake of one of the greatest parties of 
England and was made so by Parnell.” 

The closing of the oration was in 
these terms; 

“It was Parnell’s task and fame that 
he brought'together 4,000,000 of 
countrymen who had been for genera- 
tions torn by bitter fends among 
themselves, and then converted $0,- - 
000,000 of our alien race and 
faith in the confederate states 
of the empire to see ‘the justice 
of his course, and join in demanding of 
the Imperial Parliament that Ireland 
should be. granted for her domestic af- 
fairs self-government and home rule. 
As the rays of the morning sun for com- 
ing ages penetrate the shades of the 
cemetery of Glasnevin and glance from 
the tomb of O’Connell, the liberator, to 
the monument of Parnell, the deliverer, 
may they illumine the homes of a con- 
tented, happy'and prosperous people.”’ 

Letters of regret from Henry Wat- 
terson and others were received. 


FLAMES AT CLEVELAND. 


Several Buildings in the Heart of 
the City Burned. 


One Fireman Crushed to Death by Falling 
Debris and Two Others Seriously In- 
jured—The Total Losses and 

| ‘Insurance.

CLEevetand, Nov. 15.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] One of the most threat- 
ening fires Cleveland has had broke out 
at 8 o’clock this evening, and before it 
was extinguished at midnight it had de- 
stroyed $200,000 worth of property 
and resulted in the death ofone fireman 
and the serious injury of two others. 

The fire started in the big job print- 
ing establishment of Short & Forman, 
fronting on Superior street, extending 
a block through to Frankfort street. 
The’ building is im the heart of the 
down-town business and banking centre, 
and surrounded by high brick blocks. 
The fire burned fiercely, and spread 
rapidly to four buildings adjoining, and 
all were soon enveloped in flames. The 
Johnson House, a five-story brick build- 
ing fronting on Superior street, was 
next in the path of the fire, and the 
flames played over and around its roof. 
The guests made a hasty exit and it 
seemed almost certain that the hotel 
would be destroyed, together with the 
Weddell House, which adjoins it on the 
east. 

A general call for steamers was made, 
and ten engines were soon at work. 
One of the first steamers to arrive was 
No. 1, and Capt. John Grady. Firemen 
Michael Hawley and Charles Ward of 
the same company carried a line of hose 
into the burning building. An instant 
later one of the floors fell, crushing 
Capt. Grady to death and seriously in- 
juring Hawley and Ward. Grady’s 
body was recovered, and the other two 
men were sent tothe hospital, where 
they are reported ina critical condi- 
tion. 

After an hour’s hard work the firemen 
gained the mastery of the fire, saved 
the two hotels and confined the flames 
to the Frankfort-street buildings. 

The total loss will amount to $225,- 
000; insurance about $175,000. The 
wires of the Postal Telegraph Company 
were burned off. 


A NEWSPAPER ANANIAS. 


The London ‘Times’” Correspondent at 
Santiago and His Methods. 

New York, Nov. 16.—[By the Asso-

His alleged 
magnanimous services in the interest of 
the Junta now appear actuated by the 
same desire. Having failed t6 secure 
contracts from Balmaceda he thought 
he might prevail on the Junta to grant 
them in the event of their triumphing 
over Balmaceda.

TRAGIC AFFAIR 


A Salvation Army Captain 
Fatally Shot. 


Her Assailant Immediately Blows 
Her Own Brains Out. 


The Shooting Done in the Presence 
of Scores of People. 


Jealousy and Religious Frenzy Thought 
to Have Prompted the Deed—Ex- 
citing Scenes at the Army's 

; Headquarters at Omaha. 


Omaua (Neb.,) Nov. 15.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The muster of the 
Northwestern division of the Salvation 
Army at Omaha to meet La Marechale 
Booth Clibborn of France has termi- 
nated in a tragedy, sad, sudden and in- 
explicable. While yet the bell of the 
army’s headquarters in Omaha tolled a 
curfew-like requiem for the dead, Suf- 
day, and soldiers were filing slowly out 
of the barracks, the sound of a pistol 
shot rang out above the notes of the 
bell and with a groan cne of the army’s 
captains fell to the pavement, blood 
gushing from her mouth and nostrils. 
Her body had not yet lodged on the 
sidewalk when a second report was 
heard, and a private reeled from the 
ranks and staggering blindly a step or 
two, fell dead in the gutter, amida 
cloud of smoke from her own pistol. 

It was just after 6 o'clock in the 
evening and the army’s forces had 
gathered at the barracks for the pur- 
pose of making the usual parade prior 
to services. The presence in Omaha of 
the official heads of the army in France 
and America, La Marechale Booth 
Clibborn and her brother, Ballington 
Booth, had drawn hither all the forces 
of this division, which includes Iowa, 
Minnesota, the Dakotas and Nebraska. 
For four days the army has held daily 
and nightly demonstrations, and the 
work was seemingly meeting with great 
success. The real motive for the fear- 
ful double crime is not clear, but indi- 
cations point toa rather queer combi- 
nation of jealousy and semi-religious 
frenzy. 

' However obscure may be the motive 
that prompted the deed its results stand 
out only too plainly, for the body of Net- 
tie Beidler, the murderess and suicide, 
rests on a marble slab at the city 
morgue and her “victim, Capt. Hattie 
Smith of the Salvation band at Oska- 
loosa, Ia., isawaiting in untold agony 
the final extinguishment of the vital 
spark at her temporary —! place 
on, Davenport street. 

The murderess came upon her victim 
as she was standing on the sidewalk 
conversing withacompanion. Without 
speaking she drew a revolver and fired. 
The wounded Captain gave a shriek of 
pain-and with a comrade started to 
run down the street. The crazed mur- 
deress followed, firing a second time 
just as the victim reeled and fell. 
Without waiting to see the result of the 
second shot the murderess placed the 
muzzle of the weapon at her right tem- 
ple; a muffled report was heard, and 
the body of Nettie Beidler plunged for- 
ward and sank lifeless into the gutter, 
blood and brains gushing from ghastly 
wounds. All happened so quickly that 
not a hand could be raised to pre- 
vent the commission of the awful deed. 
The lifeless body was carried into a liv- 
ery stable near by and the wounded 
Captain was takento a drug store and 
physicians sunimoned. The _ doctor 
whispered, after feeling the pulse of 
the Beidler woman, ‘‘she is still alive.”’ 
Just then, with a convulsive gasp, she 
died. 

As the doctor crossed the hands above 
the breast there was a commotion at 
the door and a young manentered. He 
looked on the corpse and a sob of an- 
guish burst from his lips. .Then he 
spoke, saying that he was her brother, 
but knew nothing .of the crime or its’ 
motive, and hurriedly left. 

Capt. Smith was soon removed from 
the drug store to a boarding house near 
by. A physician said the wounds would 
certainly prove fatal. The rapidly 
sinking Captain spoke a few words con- 
cerning the deed and its motive. She 
said she sought to induce Mrs. Beidler 
to join the army in Council Bluffs a 
month ago. On coming to Omaha Mrs. 
Beidler sought her out, telling her how 
much she loved her, and on several 
occasions attempted to enjoy her com- 
pany to the exclusion of all others. At 
the meeting yesterday afternoon she 
sent word from the rear of the church 
to Capt. Smith that she wanted to talk 
with her. The latter was busy then, 
but after lunch went back and con- 
versed for a time with the ,Beidler 
woman. Itis not known what either 
said. Later Capt. Wallace called Capt. 
Smith to go to the boarding house with 
her (Wallace.) The Captain tried to 
leave her companion, but the latter 
barred the way refusing to allow her to 
pass, and finally expressing a threat 
thatif the Captain left her she would 
be sorry for it. 

When it was known that Capt. 
Smith’s life hung by a thread, members 
ofthe armyin the room dropped on 
their knees, beseeching the throne of 
grace intrue army style, in behalf of 
their wounded comrade. It was a pa- 
thetic scene. As the fervent supplica- 
tions rolled upward, there could be 
heard above all others the voice of the 
dying girl, praying thatthe cup might 
pass from her, but it was without avail. 
Among others kneeling at her bedside 
was Lieut. Berry of Boone, Iowa, to 
whom Capt. Smith was soonto have 
been married. He sat all night by his 
dying financée, offering such consola- 
tion as his bruised heart could suggest. 

Capt. Wallace, who was with Capt. 
Smith at the time of the shooting, told 
a reporter that just befpre the shooting: 
the Beidler woman came up behind 
them, saying she -desired to talk with 
Capt. Smith. The latter replied that 
she had not time totalk withher. The 

irl said: ‘You will be sorry if you 

on’t talk with me.”’ 

“A few moments later,’’ said Wallace, 
“T heard a revolver shot right at our 
backs. Capt. Smith screamed and we 
started torun. Then there was a sec- 
ond shot. I never knew the assassin.

CHICAGO'S PESTS. 


Anarchists Howling Over the Recent 
Police Raids. 


An Escaped Russian Nihilist a Prominent 
Figure in Their Meetings—The Reds 
Still Indulge in Defiant 
Utterances.

CuicaGo Noy. 15.—[By the Associated 
Press.| ‘‘Red’’ was the subject dis- 
cussed by a vehement, excited gather- 
ing of Socialists at Waverly Hall this 
afternoon. The discussion contained 
scathing, outspoken denunciations of 
the Chicago police in general and In- 
spectors Hubbard and Lewis particn- 
larly. Red in the American flag was 
discussed and declared the token of 
universal brotherhood. As the cher- 
ished color of the Anarchists it was 
praised in the extreme, and the recent 
outbreak of the police against the color 
was characterized as a burlesque upon 
justice. 

Resolutions ridiculing the Mayor and 
Chief of Police were introduced by one 
Mrs. Woodman. M. Zanetkin, an es- 
caped Nihilist from Siberia, delighted 
the audience by asserting that the only 
difference between Russia and the 
United Stateswas that in Russia re- 
formers were hanged by the Czar, while 
here Inspector Bonfield attended to the 
dutieswf executioner. 

At a turbulent meeting of the Trades 
and Labor Assembly Mayor Washburn, 
Chief McClaughry, Inspector Lewis and 
the Chicago police were condemned in 
unmeasured terms. Several speakers 
declared that the raid made by the 
police was the first move by those in 
power against organized labor to de- 
stroy it. 

A petition was introduced, to be 
presented to the city council tomorrow 
night, asking that body to condemn the 
intrusion of the police.on Friday. 

The Citizens’ Alliance passed resolu- 
tions demanding that the Mayor inves- 
tigate Friday night’s raid.

Con- 
cerning the Pope’s recent encyclical 
letter, O’Brien said: ‘The Pope has 
done nothing more than to enforce the 
principle contained in the command- 
ment: “Thou shalt not steal.’ Private 
property inland has existed since all 
time.

The Herald’s Buenos 
Ayres advices say that Brazilian news 
is of a still more alarming character, 
indicating a rapid spread of the revolu- 
tion throughout Rio Grande do Sul.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS.

The proposition of the Sonthern Cal- 
ifornia Railroad Company to establish 
small parks adjacent to all the stations 
on the line of the road ts being favora- 
bly received by the citizens of the vari- 
ous places interested. At some points 
the parks are already laid out and 
planted, and at others the good work is 
in progress. North Ontario people are 
now taking an active’ interest in the 
making of a depot park there, many 
having contributed trecs and plants for 
the purpose. The movement is one that 
cannot help being profitable to the 
towns, for the first impressions of trav- 
elers are worth cultivating, as being the 
most lasting and exerting the greatest 
influence on future opinions. While 
they are aboutitthe railroad people 
might do some good by beautitying the 
depot grounds of the company in Los 
Angeles, for the most dreary spot in 
the city is the immediate vicinity of the 
station where travelers disembark from 
the overland trains. Depot parks are 
ornamental to a railroad and beneficial 
to a city or town. 

SCRAP HEAP. 
The work of changing the horse-car 
lines of San Diego to electric roads has 
been begun. 
The Consolidated Electric Railroad 
Company will probably be asked to 
change the route of the new East Side 
line to suit the convenience of citizens 
of Pasadena avenue. ae 
The president of the company con- 
structing the San Francisco and San 
Mateo electric road says that the line 
will be pushed on to San José as soon as 
business warrants it. It will then be

this country. 

Work is now in progress on the con- 
struction of the Southern Pacific round- 
house at Banning. <A turn-table will be 
located there instead of at Beaumont 
and engines of local trains will here- 
after start for Los Angeles from that 
point head first instead of backing to 
Beaumont. 

President Stetson of the San Fran- 
cisco Traffic Association says that the 
subscriptions from the merchants are 
flowing in freely and that the associa- 
tion is bound to be a great success. 
There have of late been a few refusals 
to sign the membership roll, but this 
had beenexpected. Those who had re- 
fused were affiliated with the railroad

Rates to the World’s Fair are attract- 
ing much attention. An army of scalp- 
ets will take possession of Chicago, it is 
generally believed, unless the railroad 
companies:adopt some means of circum- 
venting them. One proposition is for 
the railroads to do their own scalping 
in effect. For example, if the present 
one-way rate from New York to Chi- 
cago is $20, to adopt a $25 round-trip 
rate, a $15 one-way rate New York to 
Chicago and an $11 one-way rate Chi- 
cago to New York. Inasmuch as every- 
body who travels across the continent 
in 1893 will buy Chicago tickets, the 
above plan has much to commend itself. 
It will protect local business and en- 
courage passengers visiting Chicago to 
make side trips in various directions. 
The arbitrators in “the famous 
eizghty-eight mileage-book case of Rock 
Island against the Atchison, have filed 
their delayed decision, the conclusions 
of which were reported some time ago. 
They relieve the defendant on the 
ground that the Rock Island testified 
that it had paid full. rates, $25 each, 
for the books purchased from a broker. 
‘‘As they were purchased at the estab- 
lished rate,’’ says the arbitrators, ‘it 
does not appear that the revenue from 
the traffic covered by the agreement 
was disturbed.’’ In deciding the ques- 
tion whether, under tho rules of the 
Western Passenger Association. the 
Atchison bulletined tickets should be 
subject to redemption the arbitrators 
say that the particulay.rule prescribing 
redemption should.#e héid subordinate 
to the well-established pragtice of bul- 
leting tickets, because the 
the above rules, ‘being railway men of 
mature experience,’’ did not intend to 
annul the long-secured protection 
through the bulletining of tickets.

Mayor Hazard Deelines to Sign the 
Documents. 


A Message to the Council Giving His 
Reasons, 
The Price ts Excessive, and the Principle 
of Competitive Bidding was Not 
Carried Out—Some Significant 
Comparisons. 


Mayor Hazard, after athorough ex 
amination of all the facts in the case, 
yesterday. decided to return to the 
Council without his approval the awards 
of the ‘contract forthe paving of Pearl 
and Figueroa streets. ring the past 
week the Mayor has given the matter a 
great dealof attention. ._He was seen 
by a Tivas reporter last evening, and 
when asked about the matter, fur- 
nished the following draft of his mes- 
sage, which will be sent to the Council’ 
this morning: 
THE MESSAGE. 
To the honorable the Counctl of the Clty of 
Los Angeles; The awards to the Bituminous 
Lime Rock Paving and Improvement Com- 


Pearl and Figueroa streets are herewitlt re¢ 
turned without my approval. - 
The law under which this work is to 
be done provides for the payment of the 
same in bonds, creating a lien on the prop 
erty abutting on the streets to be im- 
proved. Asto whether these bonds, whem 
issued, willconstitute a valid lien. the 
property, isa question that has not yet 
been determined in our courta, and to one 
about to engage in street improvements, to 
be paid forin bonds, it is a very material 
question, and to cast“any doubt upon the 
validity of the same is to discourage bid. 
ding for work of this character. Before 
the time for filing bids for this work had 
expired, J. A. Fairchild, a member of the 
Bituminous Lime Rock Paving and Im- 
provment Company, showed to Martin 
Marsh, whois a street contractor, and who 
Was acting as the agent for Frank Walker, 
another street contractor, who is now com. 
tracting in San Francisco, who had df- 
rected Mr. Maratrto put in a bid for him 
on this work, an opinion of Messrs. Cha 
man and Hendrick, reliable and reputab 
attoraeys of our city, in which they deé- 
clare, attera careful examination of the 
law, that, in their opinion, it would 
not be safe to invest in these 
bonds. As a result, Mr. Marsh com. 
municated these facts to Mr. Walker 
nd Mr. Walker in consequence thereof 
irected him not to bidon the work. Thig 
opinion was aiso shown to Adolph Ramish, 
another contractor, “entirely unsolicited,’ 
80 he says, by m¥embers of this same com- 
pany, and he communicated the sameto J, 
Smith, astreet contractor of San Ber- 
nardino, who in consequence refrained 
from bidding. This fact was also commu- 
nicated to Mr. Smith by Mr. Hough, mana. 
ger of the Porphyry Paving Company. Suf- 
fice it to say that as a result thereof but one 
bid was put in andthat by the Bituminous 
Lime, Rock, Paving and Improvement Com- 
pany themselves, and. these contractors 
claim to be justly indignant at what they 
term ‘sharp practice’ on the part of the 
Bituminous Lime Rock people, whereby 
they secured the award at an excessive fig- 
ure over what the work can be done for. 
Reliable contractors offer to do this work 
for a much lower figure and take land in 
payment therefor. Whether this opinion 


preventing others from bidding on this 
work Ido not know. It is quite evident, 
however, that it did have that effect, and 
the question that presents itself to us is: 
Are they entitled to the award? I think 
not. To say that there was a fair competi- 
tive bid for this work under the circum- 
stances is to say that competitive bidding is 
a mere delusion, in which open, fair compe- 
tition does not constitute an essential ele- 


Iam in receipt of a communication from 
Mr. Fairchild. in which he says: “It seems 
to me that, inasmuch as the Vrooman Act 
specially provides that any property-hold- 
ers feeling aggrieved at the award of a con- 
tract shall have fifteen days after the ap- 
proval of the award in which to enter into 
a property-holders’ contract for perform- 
ing the work, that the property-holders 
are fully protected, and that it will be 
only fair on your (my) part to approve the 
contract already awarded toonme company 
by your City Council.” 

I do not agree with Mr. Fairchild as tothe 
effect of a property-holler contract, be- 
cause the property holder can only take ad» 
fantage of that provision inthe law when 
the owners of two-thirds of all the frontage 
seek to do so and are willing to enter into 
acontract and bondto do not only their 
own work byt the entire work on the street, 


honorable body will be assured, asI have 
been, that if work of this kind can be done: 
for less than thiscontract price, that it is 
in the power of the property holders under 
this provision to have it done for less; thajz 
they are notobligedto submit tothe ex- 
orbitant bid which may be aecepted, 
There is absolutely no proteclion whatever 
in this clause if one stops to consider the 
practical workings of the same. If the 
property holderss should attempt to 
take advantage of this provision and 
endeavor to enter into a comtract 
to do the work, no one would be 
advised thereof sooner than the contractor, 
andit would be an easy matter on his part 
toinduceenough owners of frontage, to- 
gether with the absentees, to refrain. from 
entering into such a contract to prevent it; 
and more especially would this be the case 
if there was margin of profit enough in the 
contract to make itan object for him to 
to induce them to refrain from 
doing so. In my judgment, this 
clause was insertedin the street law, not 
to enable the property-owner to have his 
work done fora reasonable .price and to 
afford him protection thereby, but Was in- 
serted for the very purpose of m him 
believe he was protected when such is not 
the case. 

If the law permit prope 
holder who might be dissatisfied with the 
award to have his own work done by any- 
one he pleased complying with the specifica. 
tions it would be all right, and I would have 
no hesitancy in-ap 
knowing. that heh a remedy if he was 
dissatisiied, but he has not. 

What proportion of property owners, and 
two-thirds of all of them must be obtained, 
would care to enter into the business of 
street contracting, building sewers, side+ 
walks, paving, etc., and become liable 
there forunder bonds? Very few of them 
would desire to get mixed up in complica- 
tions of this kind. 

Let us not be deceived on the supposition 
that the owners are permitted to do their 
own work. The protection afforded them 
is hedged about by so many difficulties and 
liabilities thatit mightas well have been 
omitted from the law altogether. 

Here is one of the largest jobs ever let by 
the city and should therefore be at the low:

The Moon’s Eclipse. 

The eclipse of the moon took place 
early last evening, as scheduled by the 
astronomers, and the phenomenon was 
viewed with interest by many people 
hereabouts. As the satellite first arose 
above the horizon it was almost wholly 
in shadow, though its outlines were 
plainly distinguishable. The disc of 
reddish brown shadow seemed to lift-in 
a line somewhat to the right of the zen- 
ith, gradually withdrawing from the 
upper right hand margin of the moon's 
face. At 6:05 the last trace of shadow 
disappeared. 

It will be eighteen years and ten 
days before this particular kind of a 
lunar eclipse will recur, making the date 
November 25, 1909. 

From an article by Arthur K. Bart- 
lett we take the following interesting 
points concerning the philosophy of 
lunar eclipses: 


If the plane of the moon's orbit coincides 
with that of the earth. there would be a 
lunar eclipse each month, and at every 
“full” moon. But, her orbit being inclined 
to the earth's orbit, or ecliptic, at an angle 
of about five degrees, when the moon has 
reached her ‘‘full'’’ at opposition she usu- 
ally passes .either above or below the 
earth's shadow, under which conditions no 
eclipse can possibly occur. To produce 
such an event the moon must be ‘‘full"’ at 
or near one of those points in her orbit 
where she crosses the ecliptic, in moving 
north orsouth, which positions are known 
respectively as the moon's ascending and 
descending node. When thus situated the 
earth, sum and moon are nearly in a 
Straight line with each other—the earth 
being between the other two—and under 
these conditions the moon, at her full. 
must pass through the earth's shadow and 
be eclipsed, either totally or partially. If 
the moon, at the time of her opposition, 
be exactly in her node, she will pass 
through the center of the earth's shadow, 
and be totally eclipsed. If,at the time of op. 
position, the moon comes within 6° of her 
node, she will still passthrough the earth's 
shadow, though not centrally, and be to- 
tally eclipsed; butif she be 12° from her 
node, she willonly just graze the earth's 
Shadow, and pass by it without being 
eclipsed at all, which occurrence is called, 
and known to astronomers, as an vay. 
pulse,”’ 

The length of the earth’s shadow i 
nearly four times the distance from the 
earth to the moon—which is about 240,000 
miles—and the moon, when eclipsed. passes 
through the broader part of it, the breadth 
of the shadow where the moon crosses it 
being two and two-thirds times the breadth 
of the moon. The duration of a lunar 


| eclipse depends, therefore, upon the dif- 


ference between the diameter of the moon 
and that section of the earth's shadow 
through which she passes. It is not neces. 
sary for the moon to pass through the cen- 
terof the earth's shadow in order to pro- 
duce a total eclipse, but when the moon 
passes through the center of the shadow the 
eclipse is both total and central, at which 
time its duration is the longest possible. 
When an eclipse of the moon is both total 
and central, the total phase may last nearly 
two hours, and the partial portions of the 
eclipse three or four hours, but the duration 
of all eclipses not central varies with the 
moon's distance from her node. As the 
moon overtakes the earth’s shadow from 
the west, a lunar eclipse always begins on 
the east side of the moon, as her eastern 
limb first enters the shadow, and the eclipse 
ends on the west side, differing in this re- 
spect from aneclipse of the sun, which be- 
gins on the western and ends on the east- 


ern side of the sun’s disc. 


The Railroad Grabbers. 

Last Friday, we referred to the man- 
ner in which $205 was extorted as 
extra freight froma shipper by a trans- 
continental railroad company, aftera 
regular contract had been entered into 
by an authorized agent of the company 
in St. Louis. All this extortion is 
committed under the rules and guidance 
of the Transcontinental Association, 
which directs what the classifications 
shall be: and all the roads from and to 
the Pacific commit precisely the same 
outrages. There are suits pending 
before the Interstate Commission on 
precisely the same points—the making 
of written contracts East and the cool 
ignoring of them here, with a demand 
for extra freight, which was refused by 
the shipper; a detention of the goods and 
final delivery badly damaged for which 
the shipper asks damages, and also de- 
mands fines against the carrier and pun- 
ishment of the officials. In these suits 
the combination in the Transcontinental 
is denounced as a conspiracy. The au- 


thority cited on this is as follows: | 

Mr. Wharton lays it down upon the au- 
thority of several cases that Combinations 
to prejudice the public by unduly elevating 
or depressing the price of wages, of tolls, 
or of any merchantable commodity are in. 
dictable as Conspiracies (1 Am. C. L. 786.) 
And Mr. Chitty places Conspiracies to injure. 


spiracies ‘to affect public health, to violate 
public police, toinsult public justice, or to 
do any act in itself illegal," (3 Chit. Crim. 
Law 1139.) * * A common carrier can- 
not, like amerchant or mechanic, consult 
his pleasure or caprice as to the conduct of 
“his business. The law makes it his duty, 
when he can conveniently do so, to receive 
and carry goods for any person whatsoever 
for a reasonable hire (Story on Bailments 
208.) The public interest does not, we be- 
lieve, forbid carriers from guarding them- 
selves against undue competition reducing 
freights below the standard of fair compen- 
sation; and we should hesitate to condemn 
an agreement betwen carriers not to carry 
goods for less than a certain reasonable 
price. But in the case under consideration 
the members agreed that no one should carry 
fie gt for less than the RATE FIXED by the As- 
sociulton, without reference to the question 
whether the rate was reasonable or not. 
We find nothing in the charter from which 
it can be reasonably inferred that the Leg- 
islature meant to authorize such a combina- 
tion.’ (1 Duval 146.) The 
nounced it ‘illegal and void.”

Eloquent Sermon at the First 
Methodist Church. 


The Pulpit Occupied by Rev. Mr. 
Porter of Illinois, 

Rev. Mr. Wells at the Plymouth Con- 
gregational Church. 


Interesting Services at the Y. M. C. A. 
Hall—At the Central Baptist and 
Temple Street Christian

Not for many weeks has the congre- 
gation of the First Methodist Church 
been privileged to listen to so eloquent 
a sermon as fell from the lips of the Rev. 
Fred K. Porter of “Rockford, Ill., yes- 
terday morning.” Mr. Porter has been 
a resident of Glendora for the past nine 
months, whither he. came with his fam- 
ily to regain his health, and during that 
time he has not entered a pulpit. His 
voice was a trifle hoarse, but his thrill- 
ing eloquence reached every heart.

The purpose of a man is the key 
to his whole life. Mahomet’s purpose 
was to make the world Mahommedan, 
but his banner fell before the banner of 
the cross. In these days of many isms 
empty-headed men and women are 
turned aside and forget the grand old 


creed—‘‘I believejin the Holy Ghost, 


the united church and the forgivness 
of sins.’’ Education and culture are all 
right—simply~ keep them where they 
belong and not substitute them for re- 
ligion. Little men persecute the relig- 
ion of Christ and fire off their little tor- 
pedoes of blasphemy, which is like 
standing at the foot of Mount Blancand 
firing off Fourth of July firecrackers and 
expecting the old mountain to nod. 
William E. Gladstone, he who has car- 
ried heavier and grander burdens of 
state than were ever borne by man 
before, said in conversation with Rev. 
T. DeWitt Talmage: ‘‘Talk about the 
questions of the day; there is but one 
question and that is the gospel. It can 
and will correct every evil that needs 
correcting. The leaders of nations are 
Christian men. I have come in contact 
with sixty master minds during my par- 
liamentary duties, and all-but five were 
Christians. Christ will settle all con- 
troversies between men as men when 
they live by it.” 

The First Methodist Church would 
have reason for congratulation, indeed, 
could they havebeslited the services of 
Rev. Dr. Porter as. regular pastor, but 
his precarious state of health forbids 
his entering an active field of labor at 
present. A telegram has been received 
that a minister from an Eastern confer- 
ence has been appoiuted, but no further 
information has been vouchsafed , 

CENTRAL BAPTIST CHURCH. 

The congregation of the Central Bap- 
tist Church were yery much edified by 
the pastor, Rev. J: S. Dill, at the morn- 
ing service. His subject was ‘The 
Power of Strong Convictions,’’ from 
Acts iv:20: ‘For we cannot but speak 
the things whic haye, seen.’’ The 
pastorishowe: liciples, with 
the great convictions of the truth of the 
gospel of Christ and their divine com- 
missionas witnesses, thereunto, went 
boldly preaching Jesus at the gates of 
the temple inthe very face of those 
whose hands were red with the blood of 
this same Jesus whom they had cruci- 
fied. An important point made was 
that strong convictions of truth make 
strong characters. A man’s creed is 
what he believes, and that which he be- 
lieves with firm conviction is the 
foundation of his character.

ference in the name of fellowship with- 
out offense—why, all this will never 
enter the world’s great life or form any 
part of its interest. In presence of 
such churches indifferentism will mul- 
tiply, godliness will increase and the 
Nation drift into the vices of irreligion. 
We must not degrade the idea of God 
by making Him a party toourexclusive- 
ness and intolerance; We must not 
make religion to mean a sectarian 
prejudice; we must be free to go where- 
ever truth will lead us and friendship 
for humanity may incline us, and we 
must give the reverence of earnest souls 
to God and the energy of devoted lives 
to the practite of virtue, while the 
spirit of charity in Jesus Christ spoils 
us of the wish to damn any one. 
OHe is the true heretic and the one to 
be feared who departs from the Master 
in the spirit and color of his daily life. 
We must emphasize this and lift religion 
up into nobility of temper and goodness 
of life, for only by withdrawing the 
heart's. love from ‘that whic is less 


worthy and fixing.our affections upon 


jthe great and enduring ideas will we 


save the church of today from being the 
contempt of tomorrow. | 

Our theology must be as broad as 
God's revelation of the facts of life, else 
when we go out into the universe we 
fiid God's eternal order confuting our 
little parchment schemes. It must not 
be partial. It must not be selfish. It 
must not be for me and my party, We 
are a brotherhood; I am one organ in 


great body, and I know therefore that 
my personal pleasure or my personal 
pain are not the constant objects either 
of universal law or universal love. I 
cannot pray forrain or shine to advance 
my interests. I must regard the com- 
mon weal and lose my selfishness in the 
larger life of which I am but a part.

Upon attempting to 
capture them the entire Chinese crew 
surrounded the officers, armed with 
knives, hatchets, etc., and a fight 
seemed imminent. The police retreated 
to the hurricane deck and finally gave 
up the attempt to take the men ona 
promise that they would be produced@Th, 
the Police Court Monday morning. The 
police today were not armed. Chief 
McLaren says if the men are not pro- 
duced on Monday he will take the en- 
tire force and make the arrest. It is 
thought the Chinese are excited by the 
recent riots in China, and believe the 
whites wish to injure them.

been forced to the wall. It had a suc- 
cessful career of twenty years and the 
reputation of being ohe of the solidest 
and soundest banks in the State. The 
news of the failure spread like wild- 
fire and was the one topic of conversa- 
tion. It has been known by those fa- 
miliar with its affairs that the bank 
was in straits, but it was thought it 
would be able to pull through, but 
yesterday its paper went to protest in 
New Orleans, and Receiver Campbell 
of the International and Great North- 
erm ran an attachment against it for 
$385,218, being the amount belon ing 
to the receivership on deposit. ere 
had been deeds of trust executed by 
the bank as a guarantee for the rail- 
road’s deposits. Receiver Campbell, 
thinking the deposits still insufficiently 
secure, ran the attachment above re- 
ferred to. The failure is in fact an as- 
signment for the benefit of certain pre- 
ferred creditors and depositors gener- 
ally.

Poultry House Cleaning. 
{American Cultivator.] 

Before going into their winter quar- 
ters the chickens should all be turned 
out of the poultry house, and a thorough 
cleaning and renovation of the place 
should be attempted. It is in the 


* winter time that eggs bring their high 


prices, and the fowls that can be in- 
duced to lay heavily then will be more 
than profitable. They can only do this, 
however, where clean, sanitary poultry- 
houses are fitted up for their comfort. 
Fall cleaning of the house is more es- 
sential than the spring, for the.filth 
and dirt that are left in the house in 
the winter must be shutup intight. 
places so that it will tend to breed dis- 
ease. Worms, maggots and lice will 
thrive in this filth, which is kept 
warmer than the ofttside air. They will 
soon swarm about the interior in great 
numbers, and naturally worry the life 
out of the chickens. Im addition to 
this the chickens will have to breathe’ 
the foul air that emanates from the 
of this filth. This, alone, is suf-
